Voters will have their chance to take ‘‘a 
pioneering step’’ toward renovating the two 
unused wings of East Junior High — and 
possibly save the town $500,000 — during a 
special town meeting next month. 

The Board of Selectmen Monday night 
called a special town meeting for 7:30 p.m. 
Monday, Nov. 29, at the West Junior High 
School auditorium, so voters can consider a 
developer’s proposal for renovating the 
wings. 

If town meeting does not approve those 
plans for remodeling the wings into town 
and school administrative offices, the 
Reuse Committee will go back to the draw- 
ing board and try again next spring. 

The selectmen met in a special session 
Monday night with members of the School 
Committee, Finance Committee and Reuse 
Committee. Reuse Committee Chairman 
Lawrence Spiegel presented his commit- 
tee’s proposal for renovating the wings.

A meeting on the controversial proposal 
to create new cross-country ski trails in 
Harold Parker State Forest has been re- 
scheduled for 7:30 p.m.

The meeting was halted last Tuesday 
night when an overflow crowd tried to jam 
into the Memorial Hall Library conference 
room. 

The Massachusetts Department of Envi- 
ronmental Management will hold the meet- 
ing to hear public comments on its proposed 
plan to let a private businessman charge for 
the use of new ski trails in one part of the 
park, an area located mostly in North And- 
over. 

Numbers of Andover hunters, horseback 
riders, cross-count y skiers and area resi- 
dents are opposed to the plan. 


that the town sell the EJH wings to a 
private developer, who would renovate the 
building to the town’s specifications. The 
town would lease the building from the 
developer for 15 years — while the devel- 
oper paid property taxes to the town — and 
then buy back the building. 

This plan would cost the town some $500, - 
000 less than the traditional financing meth- 
od of selling a bond issue to fund the 
renovations, Spiegel told the selectmen: 
The net cost of sale and repurchase would 
be an estimated $5.78 million, compared to 
an estimated $6.28 million net cost for a 
bond issue. 

“This is a brand new way of financing 
government buildings,” the chairman ex- 
plained Tuesday, ‘‘a pioneering step. But it 
is also a prudent, conservative way of fi- 
nancing, because it comes in at less money 
for the town. It’s a beautiful partnership.”’ 

With town meeting’s approvai, the devel- 
oper who will enter into this partnership 
with the town will be either Peabody Con- 
struction Co. of Braintree, or Channel 
Building Co. of Andover — ‘‘both very com- 
petent and very competitive,’ according to 
the town manager. Peabody is genera! con- 
tractor for the current school building pro- 
ject; Channel recently completed 
renovations at BayBank on Main Street. 

While the Braintree firm has submitted 
the lowest ‘‘solid’’ proposal, Channel’s pro- 
posed construction costs are lower, the 
manager indicated. Town officials are now 
re-evaluting other aspects of Channel's pro- 
posal, and will decide between the two 
developers by Nov. 15

Computerizing 


Memorial Hall Library, Andover, will activate its 
computerized circulation system on Monday, Nov. 
1. According to Director Nancy Jacobson, the li- 
brary has installed the LIBS 100 system which will 
Serve patrons with greater speed and efficiency. 

For more than a year staff members have proc- 
essed library materials, re-registered patrons and 
entered the data into the computer. Now the switch 
is ready to be turned on. 

Several changes in the circulation system will be 
evident. Cassettes and records may now be bor- 

“rowed for a three-week loan period, the same as 
books. With the computer, patrons may reserve all 
types of library materials. The charge for reserves 
will remain at 25¢ per item to be paid at the time of 
pickup. Overdue reminder cards will automatically

History is more than a dreary curriculum of 
presidents, kings, wars and taxes, following. one 
another in futile inevitability through the centuries. 
It is instead the compelling drama of the lives of 
individual men and women whose decisions and 
actions created the world we have inherited. 

The women of Andover’s past, who shaped the 
town we live in today, will be portrayed in a pro- 
gram for which there is no fee, to be presented at 
the Andover Historical Society Tuesday, Nov. 2, at 
9:30 a.m. The women to be described range from 
Anne Hutchinson, the well-known Andover (now 
North Andover) poet of the 17th century to several 
Red Cross nurses who shattered precedent in World 
War I. 

After coffee and refreshments are served, four 
speakers, Reta Buchan, Ruth Sharpe, Bernice Hag- 
gerty and Barbara Loomer, will conduct the pro- 
gram by presenting different fields of endeavor 
such as literature, education, conservation, the 
professions and homemaking. Some of the names 
are werld famous, such as Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
“the little lady,’’ as Lincoln said, ‘‘who started this 
big war.’’ Others are locally renowned. Blanche 
Carlton was one of the founders of the Andover 
Village Improvement Society (AVIS) whose fore- 
sight is everywhere evident in Andover.

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White-Water Canoeing 
Leads To National Office

White-water canoeing drew Peter Oliver 
of Mohawk Road and his wife, Bevolyn, into 
the Appalachian Mountain Club 20 years 
ago. Devotees of that soggy and hair-raising 
sport, they were looking for a friendly 
group to share it with. 

Today, Oliver is president-elect of the 
nationwide, non-profit AMC, with plans to 
help the club gain a clearer national identi- 
ty. 
AMC members usually join the club 
asking, ‘‘What’s in it for me?’’, Oliver says, 
but eventually find themselves asking, 
‘‘What can I share with others?”’ 

In much the same way, the club itself, 
established nearly 100 years ago, is now 
eager to share its knowledge of the outdoors 
and conservation issues with the entire 
country; as its new president, Oliver hopes 
to guide the AMC in that direction. 

‘‘We are far ahead of most other conser- 
vation organizations in what we know and 
what we can do,”’ he says. ‘‘I hope to use 
that as a vehicle to gain much more nation- 
al prominence for the club — to have the 
organization truly recognized as a national 
organization.” 

The AMC’s membership of 27,000 is con- 
centrated on the east coast, with its ‘‘major 
center from Virginia through the province 
of Quebec,’’ Oliver explains. He is a com- 
pact man, quiet and low-key. ‘‘Our objec- 
tive is to help people outside our region, to 
share what we know.” 

A group of Boston-area scientists and 
professors founded the club in 1884, with its 
purpose to ‘‘foster exploration and scientif- 
ic research in the White Mountains — later, 
that was to include the entire Appalachian 
chain of mountains.”’ 

The club was responsible for starting 
many of the trails in the White Mountains, 
he adds, and it developed the first system of 
mountain huts where hikers could rest and 
find shelter. ‘“The club still has the only 
complete chain of huts in the United 
States.”’ 

In the years since it was founded, the club 
has ‘‘expanded its goals” in several direc- 
tions. Today, it leads hiking expeditions and 
other on-foot activities, offering members 
access to its huts and camps. It has taken 
some responsibility for managing forest 
lands in the White Mountains, “‘by virtue of 
our presence there,’’ sharing duties with 
the U.S. Forest Service 

And it has offered its voice in ‘‘environ- 
mental problem-solving. We are concerned 
about the deterioration of the environment, 
and are focusing on working with the gov- 
ernment and private organizations to solve 
problems.’ That sometimes includes ‘‘get- 
ting involved im legislation, working from 
our base of knowledge.” 

In all its aspects, the ‘‘egalitarian’’ AMC 
offers its members a chance to have a hand 
in its financial and administrative duties. 

For many, the AMC’s major appeal is 
that it offers ‘‘skilled instruction in various 
outdoor activities that are inherently dan- 
gerous and require instruction,’ Oliver 
notes — ‘‘white-water canoeing, rock- 
climbing, mountaineering.” 


But he belives that ‘‘increasing numbers’’ 
of people are attracted to the club by its 
conservation efforts. ‘It is a reasoned voice 
in this era of controversy,’ Oliver says, 
“taking a stance on environmental issues.”’ 

His own involvement in the AMC has 
followed what he calls “‘the flow’’ from self- 
interest to giving of himself. The Olivers 
already knew how to white-water canoe 
when they moved back-east in 1962, after a 
few years in California (they had, in fact, 
first met while canoeing), but joined the 
AMC in search of companionship. 

‘With the advent of children’’ (three), 
they dropped out of active participation in 
the club, but continued as dues-paying 
members to help support its conservation 
programs. 

In 1972, Oliver was asked to serve as a 
volunteer overseeing the mountain huts at 
Pinkham Notch in the White Mountains; 
three years later, he was chairman of that 
hut committee. 

That grew into a seat on the North Coun- 
try Board, which oversees all club opera- 
tions in the area, including relationships 
with nearby communities and the White 
Mountain National Forest. 

Oliver was then named to the club’s board 
of directors in 1978; two years ago, he 
became vice-president of long-range plan- 
ning and membership — and this month, he 
was nominated as president of the board. 
(Barring unforeseen opposition, he will be 
elected president during the board’s annual 
meeting in Boston on Jan. 22, 1983.) 

An athletic couple, Peter and Bevolyn 
Oliver have never relied on the AMC for 
instruction. ‘‘Rock-climbing, snow- and ice- 
climbing, camping, hiking — they’re second 
nature to us. And we taught our kids our- 
selves.” 

Today the family — including Andover 
High students Kara, 15, and Kurt, 17, and 
Kristen, 18, soon to be a student at the 
University of Vermont — enjoys white-wa- 
ter canoeing, ‘‘a lot of hiking and mountain 
climbing’, Alpine skiing, running and their 
newest love, board sailing (also known as 
wind surfing), which is not yet an official 
AMC activity — ‘‘but I’m working on it.” 

Oliver is more than a little interested in 
good health and physical fitness. A manage- 
ment consultant for Arthur D. Little in 
Cambridge, he also finds time to serve on 
the Governor’s Committee for Physical Fit- 
ness and Sports for Massachusetts, and on 
the Bay State Games Foundation board of 
directors. 

‘Health promotion is a major issue for 
me,”’ he notes. And the Appalachian Moun- 
tain Club ‘‘fits with my concern for health 
promotion. It’s a vehicle to promote more 
awareness of nature, more awareness of 
our bodies, and activities that keep people 
physically and mentally fit.’’ 

In his current position as vice-president 
of long-range planning and membership 
services, Oliver instituted ‘‘a long-range 
planning methodology suited to a volunteer 
organization.’’ That plan was based on 
‘‘what people wanted of the club,’’ and it 
will be used as a guideline’ by local CHaptérs

like the AMC’s Andover Committee. He 
sees that plan as a “major accomplish- 
ment’’ of his term, and intends to see that 
his successor keeps it alive. 

He has also worked to promote new mem- 
bership. In the past, the club ‘“‘has been 
satisfied to have fairly slow growth. But I 
feel that to do the job of spreading the 
organization out nationally, we need to 
grow more.’’ A new committee for public 
relations will help toward that end, Oliver 
hopes. 

Oliver has been encouraging some of the 
club’s 11 chapters to follow Andover’s ex- 
ample and sub-divide into smaller groups. 
The Andover Committee is part of the 5,500- 
member Boston chapter, the largest chap- 
ter in the nation, and the brainchild of 
Louise Van Everen. The group was formed 
because Boston outings seemed too large 
and impersonal, and it includes members 
from six neighboring towns. 

His responsibilities as president are 
slightly vague and definitely overwhelming 
— one of his goals, thé president-elect says, 


is to organize the ‘‘huge, open-ended job’’ so 
that it ‘appears to be manageable.” He has 
been preceded by ‘‘a chain of presidents 
who have given unbelievable amounts of 
time’ to the AMC, leaving their careers to 
serve full-time. 

“T still haven't come to grips with how 
I’m going to do it,”’ Oliver admits. “My role 
is to tie together the organization, as the 
head volunteer of a many-faceted organiza- 
tion. It will be my duty to sense what the 
members want to do and can do, and take 
the initiative.”’ 

During his two-year term, he will work 
with Executive Director Tom Deans, the 
top employee of the AMC, who heads a full- 
time staff of 66. 

The club works with the federal govern- 
ment in several ways: it maintains certain 
trails in the White Mountain National For- 
est; it reviews government plans for parks; 
and its representatives testify at govern- 
ment hearings and trials on conservation 
issues. ‘‘Our voice is heard very strongly,”’

Candidates For Representative 
Bid For Voter Consideration

Independent Richard Bowen used a light 
touch and Republican Kimberley Cronin 
was agressive, leaving the middle ground to 
Democrat Sue Tucker during the League of 
Women Voters Candidates’ Night Tuesday 
nigat at Memorial Hall Library. 

Answering questions from the League 
and the audience, the three candidates for 
state representative for the 17th Essex dis- 
trict appeared before a modestly-sized au- 
dience of voters and supporters during the 
two-hour forum. 

During her two-minute opening 
statement, Cronin, wearing an aqua dress, 
black blazer and a Cronin button, main- 
tained that there has been ‘‘very little dis- 
cussion of the issues or stands on the 
issues’’ during the campaign. Holding up a 
Sheet covered with samples of Tucker ads 
from the primary campaign, Cronin said 
the ads contained ‘‘no stands and no sugges- 
tions. 

‘You know Cronin’s point of view,’’ she 
told the audience, saying that her political 
ads have addressed the issues of crime and 
capital punishment, Proposition 24, the 
concerns of senior citizens, government 
spending and tax reform. She called herself 
the candidate who would offer ‘‘leadership 
and full-time commitment.”’ 

In her opening remarks, Tucker, in a 
tweed suit, white blouse and Tucker button, 
said a state representative is ‘‘called upon 
to be a negotiater, a consensus-builder, a 
fence-mender, even a social worker at 
times — but mostly a decision-maker.”’ 
Legislators ‘‘make decisions every day that 
effect the quality of your life. 

‘More than any single issue, a represen- 
tative serves (constituents) with good 
judgment and makes decisions they can 
trust,’’ she said. ‘‘I do not have the answers 
on. all the issyes, but T will make decisions 


based on experience, and most of all on an 
abiding faith in the democratic process.”’ 

Bowen, wearing a gray suit and blue tie 
(and no button), opened by saying that the 
‘most pervasive issue is confidence. Does 
the state government have the confidence 
of the people to identify and solve the gov- 
ernment’s problems?” He believes there is 
in fact a ‘‘lack of confidence,” the candi- 
date said. 

He also emphasized ‘‘competence’’, say- 
ing, ‘I have not seen a specific issue idepti- 
fied that I have not (dealt with) in some 
way or another in 25-plus years (of public 
service.) Crime, corruption, the MBTA, 
energy conservation, civil service, 2% — 


I’ve been there. I’ve had the responsibility 
of standing up front. And I believe I’ve been 
successful in dealing with these problems.”’ 

Each candidate then offered a prepared 
response to a question from the League: 
“Are there issues that the Massachusetts 
House is dealing with which, in your opin- 
ion, are better left out of the hands of state 
government?” 

Cronin said the House deals with issues 
ranging ‘‘from the ridiculous to the sub- 
lime,”’ citing a bill that would put diapers 
on dogs. Many of those issues should be 
handled at the local level, she said, calling 
herself ‘‘a strong guardian of home rule.” 
She said that Prop. 2% is not being ad- 


dressed ‘‘properly’’, that tax reform is 
needed, along with rules reform — which 
she said ‘‘cannot happen until House domi- 
nation by one party is broken.”’ 

Bowen replied that there is “an intermi- 
nable list of things that state government 
should not be doing.’ But first he pointed 
out that ‘‘Proposition 2% is the law. To say 
that it’s not being implemented is nonsense 
— it has been implemented and it’s being 
implemented. It is now the law of the land.” 

He then named civil service, the file sub 
bidding law, and scheduling: as inappro- 
priate activities for state government. Bo-

A native of Salem, N.H., and a resident of Car- 
lisle, Kmiec has performed many times in the 
Merrimack Valley region.

Along with the year’s 
fall harvest of buttered 
squash, baked apples, 
candied sweet potatoes 
and pumpkin pie, serve 
fish as the main entree. 
Fresh whiting or bluef- 
ish are abundant during 
the late summer and fall 
months and are ideal 
complements to the 
hearty flavors of the sea- 
son. 

Whiting has a white 
flaky flesh that is mild 
and delicately flavored 
and is very low in fat and 
calories. A  four-ounce 
serving contains only 
about 85 calories, 
according to the New 
England Fisheries De- 
velopment Foundation. 

The flesh of the bluef- 
ish is darker in color 
than that of most fish 
and is firm and ‘‘Mea- 
ty.” It has a distinctive 
flavor due in part to the 
fact that the ‘‘blue’’ is 
higher in oil content than 
many other fish. 

For optimum flavor 
and texture, freshness is 
a key with all types of 
fish. The flesh should be 
firm and moist and 
spring back when 
pressed gently. It should 
have no traces of either 
browning at the edges or 
a dried-out look and 
should have only a mild 
‘sea’ odor. Wrap fish 
tightly and store in the 
coldest part of the re-

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Drainage Problems Again Raise 
Concerns In New Development 


Yet again the prospect of a new devel- 
opment in Andover has raised the fear of 
drainage problems among neighbors in 
existing homes. 

During a Planning Board meeting Tues- 
day night, a number of Gould Road and 
Forest Drive residents told the planners 
they are worried that two subdivisions pro- 
posed by developer Lino Patti will create 
drainage problems for them. 

Patti has submitted preliminary plans for 
a six-lot subdivision on an eight-acre par- 
cel, and an eight-lot subdivsion on a ten- 
acre parcel, both located off Gould Road.

Bus Plan 
Will Be 
Proposed 


A new plan could solve some of Andover’s 
schogl busing problems. 

Business Manager Frank Paul will bring 
before the school committee for consider- 
ation at its next meeting a plan to re-route 
school buses for the entire town by zones. 
The plan, which needs to be field tested, 
would remain effective for about two years, 
avoiding re-scheduling every year. 


Current problems with busing are chil- 
dren getting to school too early in the morn- 
ing and arriving home too late in the 
afternoon. The elimination of three school 
buses from the budget this year has caused 
difficulty for the transportation system, 
according to Paul. He said transporting 
students to St. Augustine’s has been one 
stumbling block in the routing process. The 
new plan will assign five buses for this task 
as well as serving students of the tradition- 
al school. 


On the elementary school level, some 
buses will be assigned exclusively to one 
school. This cannot be done on the second- 
ary level, according to Paul, because more 
buses would be needed. Combined junior- 
senior high school buses will still be used, 
but the process will be worked out so that 
students will arrive later at school and not 
have to wait around for classes to begin, he

Yes, Andover residents will vote Tuesday 
for the next governor and lieutenant gover- 
nor of Massachusetts. 

They'll also consider some important bal- 
lot questions concerning the so-called bottle 
bill, the death penalty, public funds for 
private schools, regulation of new nuclear 
power plants and radioactive facilities, and 
a nuclear weapons freeze. 

But while voters here will decide no con- 
troversial local political race, such as the 
much-publicized congressional contest be- 
tween Barney Frank and Margaret Heckl- 
er, townspeople will elect a new state 
representative to fill the shoes of the popu- 
lar Gerald Cohen, the four-term local offi- 
cial whose decision to step aside this year 
has created a most interesting race. 

Voters in precincts six, seven and eight 
will decide between incumbent Republican 
Robert C. Buell and Democrat Stephen J. 
O'Leary for state senator from the First 
Essex and Middlesex District. 

Andover Republican Mario J. Lucchesi 
faces incumbent Democrat Kevin M. Burke 
for the district attorney’s seat, Eastern 
District. 

And North Andover Democrat John F. 
Markey, present Fifth District Councilor, 
will try to fend off Republican challenger 
Peter A. Davekos. 

The September state primary, which 
drew a record local voter turnout (over 50 
percent), featured a much-talked-about, 
seven-way Democratic contest for 17th Es- 
sex state representative, won by Susan C. 
Tucker, who prevailed over Brian Bresna- 
han by almost 500 votes. Tucker, 6 Far- 
rwood Drive, credited broad-based support, 
her views on the economy, education, the 
environment, and her work on the town’s 
Industrial Commission and Finance Author- 
ity for her victory. 

Republican ‘Kimberley Cronin, daughter 
of former Congressman Paul Cronin, said 
hard work paid off in her win by 227 votes 
over Atty. William E. Melahn. Cronin, 8 
Punchard Ave., emphasized the importance 
of meeting voters and ‘‘making government 
work for the people’’ as she addressed the 
issues of taxes, erime, education and senior 
citizens’ rights. 

Tuesday marks the first time women will 
represent both major political parties on 
the ballot for state representative in the 
local district that includes sections of Tow- 
er Hill and South Lawrence sections of 
Lawrence. 

Their names will appear along with inde- 
pendent candidate Richard J. Bowen, 12 
Bannister Road, a former Andover. town 
manager whose experience includes over 25 
years in government as a public adminis- 
trator or official at the local, state and 
regional levels. Bowen, a self-employed 
consultant and a second-year law student at 
Suffolk University, holds a Master of Gov- 
ernmental Administration degree. 

Other major local contests have lacklus- 
ter appeal. Democrat Patricia McGovern, 
state senator from the Second Essex and 
Middlesex District (town precincts 1-5), is 
unopposed in her bid for re-election. U.S. 
Rep. James M. Shannon faces no Republi-

against Libertarian candidate Angelo Louis 
Laudani. 

On the statewide scene, the gevernor’s 
race between Michael Dukakis and John 
Sears, with Independent candidate Frank 
Rich and Libertarian candidate Rebecca 
Shipman also challenging, has been rela- 
tively quiet compared to the controversy of 
the Dukakis-King battle for the Democratic 
nomination in September. 

The race between U.S. Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy and Republican Ray Shamie has 
sparked some interest, with Howard S. 
Katz the Libertarian candidate. 

A good local voter turnout, perhaps over 
80 percent, is expected when town residents 
go to the polls, according to Andover Town 
Clerk Elden R. Salter. He said the turnout 
is usually a ‘‘good showing’ for a state 
election. 

Andover has over 16,000 registered vot- 
ers. As of the September primary, there 
were 15,843; of these, 5,423 were registered 
Democrats, 3,644 Republicans and 6,776 in- 
dependents. These figures cannot be accu- 
rately quoted now, since some voters may 
have changed political affiliation at or after 
the primary. 

All eight Andover precincts will vote at 
Dunn Gymnasium from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Traffic will enter one-way from Shawsheen 
Road and exit by Moraine Street or onto 
Shawsheen Road around West Junior High 
School. Salter asks exiting voters driving 
back to West Andover to turn right onto 
Shawsheen Road around West Junior High 
if they follow that exit route. 

He also urges anyone who can vote during 
the day time hours to do so, so as to avoid a

last-minute rush as the polls close. 

While most local interest may be focused 
upon the 17th Essex representative’s race, 
or perhaps whether Dukakis will be elected 
governor of Massachusetts once again, 
Andover residents will also vote on five 
important statewide ballot questions and 
one local question. 

Locally, Question 6, non-binding, asks 
voters whether Andover’s state representa- 
tive should be instructed to vote in favor of 
requesting the United States President to 
propose to the Soviet Union a nuclear weap- 
ons freeze. 

Statewide, Question 1 asks for approval 
or rejection of a constitutional amendment 
that would remove present prohibition 
against the use of public funds to aid or 
maintain private schools. The Andover 
School Committee took a public stand, 4-0-1, 
against the use of such funds for private 
schools. 

Question 2 asks approval or rejection of a 
constitutional amendment that would allow 
the legislature to enact laws authorizing the 
state courts to impose the death penalty on 
conviction of crimes specified by law. 

Question 3 concerns a proposed law re- 
quiring that before the construction or oper- 
ation of any new nuclear power plant or 
low-level radioactive waste storage or dis- 
posal facility in the state, the legislature 
must make certain findings and a majority 
of voters must approve the new facility at a 
statewide election. 

Question 4 asks for support or rejection of 
what has become known as the bottle bill, a 
law requiring a refundable deposit be paid 
for certain beverage containers sold in the 


state.The Andover Selectmen have 
publiclystated, in a 4-1 vote, their support 
for keeping the bottle bill. 

Question 5 asks whether the state Secre- 
tary should inform the President and Con- 
gress that Massachusetts people want our 
government to work to negotiate a nuclear 
weapons moratorium and reduction with 
the Soviet Union and other nations. 

Andover’s town clerk advises voters to 
look over the ballot questions before they go 
to vote, to save time in the election booth.

Commuters Are From Andover; 
Others Are Local Workers 


It may not be ‘‘fair,’’ according to Police 
Chief James Johnson, to put all the blame 
on commuters for cramped parking condi- 
tions in the town’s municipal lot off Main 
Street. 

A parking study conducted by police from 
6-8 a.m. showed over 70 cars in the lot on 
Oct. 19 and over 80 cars on Oct. 20. The 
municipal lot contains only 133 parking 
spaces, according to Johnson. On those two 
days, it was over half full before 8 a.m. 

But more of those cars belonged not to 
commuters, but rather to what would ap- 
pear to be some postal workers, construc- 
tion crew and other employees of nearby 
downtown businesses, most of whom were 
not Andover residents, according to the 
study, and most of the commuters who did 
park there were not out-of-towners, but in 
fact residents of Andover. 

On Oct. 19, about 25 people left their cars

in the lot for the enire day or close to it, 
and gave destinations of Boston or a bus 
ride. Of the 25, 16 were from Andover 
About 35-38 other cars were also there for 
the entire day or nearly so, and the drivers’ 
destinations were either the post office, 
construction crew or other nearby down- 
town businesses. Of these 35, 14 were from 
Andover. 

Oct. 20 was a similar story. About 34 cars 
were left there by people heading to Boston 
or the bus. Of these, 21 were from Andover. 
About 41 other cars were left for about the « 
entire day, and the destinations for these 
drivers were downtown area establish- 
ments, construction and the post office. Of 
the 41, 14 were from Andover. 

Johnson says no one denies there is a 
parking problem in downtown Andover. 

‘We get the complaints,’’ he notes. 

But the chief maintains the two-hour 


parking limit has worked well and kept the 
volume of cars moving through town. He 
says Andover residents who commute to 
Boston and leave their car in the municipal 
lot have as much right to do so as anyone 
else from town who uses the parking lot 
There is a section of the parking Jot that 
allows all-day parking 


And he says many downtown employees 
who might park in the municipal lot proba- 
bly do so to be close to where they work and 
avoid the inconvenience of a walk. 

Non-timed parking is available on some 
downtown area side streets. 


Johnson points out that shoppers need 
places to park when they patronize down- 
town businesses. He says parking turnover 
is needed.

that voters have been concerned about the 
need to ‘‘save town and private recycling 
operations; save the state’s water supply 
during a declared emergency; save local 
separation programs because landfill space 
is rapidly disappearing; *’ and ‘‘...save mon- 
ey for already overburdened consumers.”’

wen Said he was ‘‘absolutely for home rule. 
It’s long overdue.” 

Tucker said her two opponents had given 
‘‘my whole speech — I even had the diapers 
on dogs.’’ She therefore used her time to 
rebut Cronin’s opening statement, indicat- 
ing her opinion that Cronin’s political ads 
offer few solutions.

raises that would save taxpayer money. 

O’Leary explained it is important the 
district have a full-time senator if a full- 
time salary is to be paid. Buell said a six or 
seven month legislative session would work 
well. McGovern pointed out that as a sen- 
ator, beyond being responsible for formal 
sessions, she is heading a mental health 
investigation, which she says is almost a 
full-time job itself, and her judiciary com- 
mittee frequently holds hearings on bills. 
She said she did not want anyone to get the 
wrong perception. 

O’Leary took a stronger stand than Buell 
on Question 1 — whether to allow public 
funds to be used for private schools. Buell 
said he voted in favor of putting the ques- 
tion on the ballot. He.said the reason for the 
question is that parochial schools which 
handle a large number of students, partic- 
ularly in cities such as Boston, are under 
duress. Buell explained that Question 1 
probably doesn’t affect our district as 
much, but he noted he would not like to see 
monies taken away from public schools. He 
said he is not sure he would fund the mea- 
sure if it passes Tuesday, particulary if it 
passes by a small margin. 

O’Leary stressed that Question 1 would 
affect our district, particularly since user 
fees have been instituted, teacher layoffs 
made and class sizes have gone up as public 
schools have dealt with Proposition 24. He 
said Question 1 would take funds away from 
the public school system, adding that public 
funds should not be used for private schools. 

Here’s how the candidates responded to 
other campaign questions brought forth 
Monday night: 

IS THERE any legislative action that can 
be taken to effectively curtail political pa- 
tronage in state government, or is patron- 
age inevitable? 

McGovern and O'Leary agreed that the 
legislature should not be involved with

item method. McGovern said the executive 
branch should be allowed to do its job. 
When she was head of an agency, she said 
she used to hire personnel by panel method. 

O'Leary noted that thousands of jobs 
come open when a new governor takes 
office. He said the governor should be held 
accountable for his personnel selection. 

Buell said patronage is “‘inevitable.’’ But 
he said the legislature can do something 
about it, such as creating no new agencies 
and not many new positions. Buell also 
pointed out that Civil Service problems 
could be ironed out. 

WOULD YOU support increased Chapter 
70 funding for general education? 

Buell and O'Leary agreed that they 
wouldn’t support the present Chapter 70 
formula, since district towns are being 
shortchanged. McGovern said her district 
has done well by the present formula, but 
she said the entire way local aid is distrib- 
uted should be revamped. 

WHAT FORM of local aid distribution 
could soften the impact of Proposition 242 
on town budgets? 

O'Leary said he would favor requiring 40 
percent of any increase in state revenue be 
sent back to cities and towns in a way in 
which each town would know how much 
they would receive, so that local govern- 
ments can set their tax rates earlier. 

Buell said he would like the local aid 
formula put on a per capita basis, which he 
said would favor most district towns, such 
as Andover. He said he favors funding and 
broadening reimbursements to cities for 
abatements to the elderly. 

On another issue, McGovern critized the 
Department of Motor Vehicles, saying, ‘‘It 
has been a patronage haven.”’ She said the 
issue is administration — that better exec- 
utives are needed to run it, adding that the 
department ought to be reorganized and 
professionalized. _

Oliver says. ‘“Tom Deans is a well-known 
figure in Washington.” 

Reaganomics, with its cutbacks in gov- 
ernment funding, has given volunteerism a 
new importance and ‘dumped an awesome 
responsibility into the hands of volunteer 
organizations,’’ Oliver believes. 

The AMC is preparing for that responsibi- 
lity by training members to be good leaders 
— not just trip leaders, as in the past, but 
committee leaders, leaders who can ‘‘finish 
a product and work with an organization. In 
the future, volunteers will be held account- 
able for their results — even though they 
are just volunteers — and we will need 
better leadership.”’ 

The AMC has also received a $750,000 
grant from the Mellon Foundation to dem- 
onstate, with six examples from around the 
country, how volunteers can help adminis- 
ter national parks and forests. The club is 
selecting six existing organizations to prove 
that point, and Oliver considers it an impor- 
tant, “‘ high visibility, high risk project. We 
are working through political uncertainties 
and turf issues in some areas. Hopefully we 
will get some positive results.’’ 

Oliver points out that the Appalachian 
Mountain Club is one of the few national 
conservation organizations that has not op- 
posed controversial Secretary of the Interi- 
or James Watt ‘‘as a person. We focus on 
the issues without attacking him as an indi- 
vidual, which is nen-constructive, although 
we are vehemently opposed on many issues.

can happen,’’ Mahony said, ‘“‘and we're 
negotiating with the developer to make it 
even better.”’ 

Peabody and Channel have been selected 
from among ‘‘two dozen’”’ developers who 
submitted proposals, Spiegel said. Mahony 
added that six ‘‘firm proposals’’ were con- 
sidered by the reuse committee. Each pro- 
posal was based on the same architect’s 
plans and specifications drawn for the 
town. 

Town officials want town meeting appro- 
val of the project before winter so they can 
include the $25,000 to $30,000 it will cost to 
heat the wings in the project costs, Spiegel 
explained. (But if town meeting disap- 
proves the current proposal, the town will 
heat the building during the winter anyway, 
he added. ) 

Annual town meeting authorized town 
officials to spend up to $3.5 million to reno- 
vate the two wings, ‘‘or find a developer to 
do it cheaper,’’ Mahony explained. The 
reuse committee is convinced a developer 
can ‘‘do it cheaper’’ by taking advantage of 
tax credits — and passing those savings 
along to the town. 

Looking over a 15-year period, town offi- 
cials want to keep the annual cost of the 
project under $400,000, the manager said. 
Above that figure, the cost would start 
eating into the town budget, limited by 
Proposition 242. 

The manager and reuse committee agree 
that only the sale-and-repurchase plan fills 
the bill: a 15-year bond issue would cost the 
town well over $400,000 per year for the 
first eight years, according to Spiegel’s 
figures. 

But under the alternative plan, Andover 
would sell the building to the developer for 
$700,000, using $300,000 to reduce interest 
payments and investing the rest. Fifteen 
years later, the town would buy back the 
building for $400,000 plus the accrued inter- 
est. . 

Andover would reap other benefits from 
using EJH’s abandoned wings for town and 
school offices, the manager pointed out. Its 
200 new parking spaces would ease the 
parking crunch downtown, Mahony said. It 
would also make all town offices accessible 
to the handicapped, create more space for 
senior citizen and community activities, 
and allow combined computer, purchasing 
and personnel operations at a savings. 

Renovating East Junior High’s wings, one 
way or the other, is only the first step in 
reusing town and school buildings. If all 
offices are consolidated into the wings, 
Town Hall, the Shawsheen School and the 
Essex Street Theatre building will be left 
empty
